Jinto the ‘city of Quebec and | 
found it to be most interesting. 
The streets were very narrow. 
There were many, “many 
churches and all of them very 
large and beautiful.

were. Some of them would have 
4 or 5 different colors on them, 
and some of them were very 
peculiar combinations. Almost 
Sil of the houses had large flow- 
‘er gardens and the flowers were 
so big and colorful. 

Montreal is quite a large city 
and very different from Que- 
bec. The streets were very wide, 
some eight lanes wide with is- 
lands of flowers in the center of 
them. We saw many lovely, 
modern buildings and every- 
thing was so clean looking. We 
were amused at the stop lights 
— the red was twice the size 
of the green light. And the lamp 
posts had flower pots built a- 
round them up in the air about 
10 feet with flowers blooming 
in them. We never did figure 
out how they watered them,
